must and shall be done to bring Castro to a 


realization of what he owes to other mem- 


bers in the sisterhood of nations.

Agents Withdrawn for Purpose. 

During the week just past the withdrawal 
of American consular and diplomatic of- 
ficers from Venezuela, apparently to save 
them from the ravages of the plague, ‘served 
to show the president's hand to a certain 
extent. In spite of the assertion as to the 
endangerment of the health of these officers, 
it can be asserted on the best authority 
that the state department, in taking the of- 
ficials away, made no bones” of the 
situation to Castro and unreservedly told 
him that as he had taken an attitude which 
showed plainiy that American diplomatic 
officials were no longer of any use in his 
country, this government saw no further 
need of maintaining them there. 

The arrival of the battleships Idaho and 
New Hampshire at Colon with the liat- 
est consignment of marines for serv- 
ice on the isthmus brought the total 
number of men and officers in that arm 
of the service at Panama up to 1,257. and 
increased the number of armed men which 
the United States now practically has fac- 
ing Venezuela from various countries of the 
Caribbean to almost 6,000. 

In addition to this force in that locality, 
Uncle Sam has available naval ves- 
sels under steam with an aggregate dis- 
placement of 40,000 tons. Viewing these 
evidences alone, therefore, it can be as- 
serted that there is just a bit more activity 
and general alertness on the part of men 
under American arms in the immediate 
neighborhood of Mr. Castro’s exclusive na- 
tion than there has been during any period 
since the Spanish-American war. 


Influence Strong in Caribbean. 


A glance over the Central American and 
West Indian situation will show that those 
who have been predicting the necessity for 
the United States to show a firm hand in 
those parts and, in fact, control of the Ca- 
ribbean, are close to having their views 
met.

Evanston Couples Cireumvented 
by Use of Are Lights. 


TEST ‘HIDE AND SEEK GAME.’ 


Novel Experiment Conducted for Ben- 
| efit of Electricians. 


A new form of hide and seek was played 
in Evanston last evening. 

A young woman and her escort were on 
one side, while two city officials and an elec- 
triclan. were R.“ 

When the hiders were found snuggling up 
or a cozy hardwood bench or nestling against 
a comfortable tree trunk, a consultation was 
held by the “its” and the young couple fled 
to a new shadowed retreat, only to be caught 
again. 

The object of the game was one that caused 
widespread resentment among the strollers 
on Davis street when it became known. It 
was stated that the city actually intended to 
do away with its famous dark spots.“ 

The agitation toward this end began over 
a year ago, when Dean John H. Wigmore of 
the Northwestern university law school 
wrecte to the city council, declaring that the 
darkness of the suburb’s parks should be dis- 
pelied immediately by the installation of arc 
lamps. 

Pleads for Respectability. 

„The parks’ agreeable retreats this sum- 
mer will be spoiled for decent people unless 
plenty of light is provided,“ he asserted. 
„The last two years have seen an extraor- 
dinary growth of popularity for the parks 
and they should be made attractive places for 
the respectable families. 

I have no personal interest in this matter. 
I simply happen to be a good witness to the 
facts, as my porch is one of the nearest points 
of observation.” 

This open denunciation of the conditions 
existing in the shadowed corners of the city 
led to action by the council. Numerous 
lights were installed and a policeman on a 
bicycle was kept on duty. 

This year, the question again came up for 
discussion with the proposal for the installa- 
tion of an additional arc light in Miner Ray- 
mond park, a square bounded by Chicago and 
Hinman avenues and Grove and Lake streets. 
It is a large block intersected by diagonal 
paths, and as the lights at the corners were 
at some distance from the center several of 
the vehicles were shadowed deeply by the 
heavy trees. 

Game of Hide and Seek. 

This subject again raised the question of 
the location of the lights in the lake front 
park and the city officials in whose hancs the 
matter rested determined that they should 
be placed te the greatest advantage. that is, 
so their rays would penetrate the most 
hidden recesses. Commissioner of Public 
Works John H. Moore and Aid. C. P. Coffin, 
chairman of the electric light committee, 


} conferred with Edward Schuetige, manager 


of the company furnishing power to the city, 


and it was the latter’s suggestion that led to 
the game of hide and seek. 

He easily secured from Samuel Atmore. his 
assistant, consent to securea partner and act 
with her as the dummy spooners,”’ and the 
plan wag put in operation. 

Atmore and a young woman, whose name 
he refused to disclose even to his superior, 
took their places, or place, in Raymond park 
early in the evening while the “ spotters” 
walked along the different streets bounding 
the square, determining the ease with which 
the couple could be seen.

NATION LIVING BEYOND MEANS. 


Yearly Deficit of $60,000,000 Shown 
by Treasury Department—Exceeded 
Only Twice Since Civil War. 


Washington, D. C., June 28—The forth- 
@eoming statement of the treasury receipts and 
expenditures for the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1908, will show a marked fahing off in the 
receipts as compared to 1907, and a large in- 
crease in expenditures. 

The excess of expenditures over receipts 
will approximate .$60,000,000, exceeded only 
twice since the civil war. In 1894 there was 
a deficit of $69,803,000, and in 1899 another 
of $89,000,000. In each of the four intervening 
years the receipts fell below the disburse- 
ments. 

The receipts this year were $509,000,000. 
Customs receipts have fallen off $46,000,000 
- from those of 1907, while receipts from in- 
ternal revenue will be short $19,000,000. 

- Disbursements were $659,000,000, or 880. 
000.000 more than for 1907. The Panama 
canal during the closing year will have cost 
the government $38,000.000, = against $27,- 
000,000 in 1907.

It is a pity, for Balley, 
in spite of the eccentricities of his political 
career, is a good lawyer and would have made 
mincemeat of the Gompers proposition. 

For generations the democrats have posed 
as the friends of the horny handed sons of 
toil.

All his early speeches in the house of repre4 
ser.tatives were devoted to tariff for revenue 
only. It was not until toward the close of 
his congressional’ career that he became 
enamored of the free coinage nonsense, 


Middle Course on Tariff.

Mayor Dahiman, who as the 
Nebraska member of the national committee 
already is at Denver, has disclaimed knowl- 
edge of Mr. Bryan's exact wishes concern 
ing the platform.

IOWA’S GOVERNOR TO RESIGN? 


Cummins Does Not Directly Deny 
‘Rumors He Soon Will Quit 
His Office. 


Des Moines, Ia., June 28.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Albert B. Cummins of Iowa is con- 
templating resigning to resume the practice 
of law, given up when he was elected in 
1901. He has not definitely decided upon 
the course, as has been reported, however. 

While many of the governor's friends ad- 
vise him to resign the politicians think more 
will advise him to remain in the office until 


the expiration of his term. Mr. Cummins’ 


political ambition has been to serve the 
state in the United States senate. The out- 
come of the recent primaries insures the 
election of Senator Allison to succeed him, 
however, and there are persistent rumors 
that B. F. Carroll, the republican nominee 
for governor, would not appoint Mr. Cum- 
mins to the senate should a vacancy occur. 

The governor has announced his intention 
of entering the campaign this fall to lend his 
aid in the election of republican county, 
state, and national tickets. and particularly 
a republican legislature. Those desiring him 
to remain in the office until January point 
out that it would not only be easier but more 
effective for him to participate in the cam- 
paign in the office than after resigning and 
again taking up his profession. 

Other friends urge his resignation at once, 
as the recent primaries foreclose against 
his political preferment for some time. 

A strenuous campaign is expected in Iowa. 
however, sanguine as some are that Taft 
and Sherman will be elected with ease, and it 
is urged that the governor’s aid is needed 


to insure the election of the ticket and that 


he can best aid in the campaign by remain- 
ing in office. 

The progressives also insist that he should 
avail himself of the opportunity of present- 
ing another message to the legislature point- 
ing out that he could and would recommend 
new and progressive laws to be added to the 
remarkable list enacted by the state legis- 
lature of 1907. 

His political friends also fear that Cum- 
mins’ resignation at this time would enable 
his political enemies to charge that, having 
met defeat, he has been driven to the aban- 
donment of the leadership of the party in the 


state.

Cleveland, O., June 28.—Congressman 
James S. Sherman continues to gain strength.

Will Quit Congressional Committee. 

Washington, D. C., June 28.—([Special, 1 
Information received here is to the effect that 
James 8. Sherman soon will announce his 
resignation as chairman of the republican 

congressional committee. A friend of Mr. 
Sherman said tonight that Mr. Sherman will 
be succeeded by Vice Chairman Tawney.

TOO MANY ARE ‘ON THE JOB.” 


One Station and Two Departments the 
Cause of Strife in Village. 


A bitter fight is in progress between mem- 
bers of the two official fre departments of 


the Mttle village of Clyde in Cicero town- 


ship to determine which of them shall have 


charge of the single fire station in the village. 

Saturday night the trouble developed to 
such an extent that revolvers were brought 
into play, and, although no shots were fired, 
Lee Jolidon, a driver recently appointed by 
the Cicero town board, was ousted from the 


fire station after having been drenched with | 


a hose, 


The trouble has been brewing since April, 


when the independent citizens’ party elected 
its candidates for places on the town board, 


which is presided over by President George . 


Comerford, a republican, whose term of of- 
fice held over from the previous election. 
There had been much complaint concerning 


the Clyde fire department and the matter 


wae carried to the town board. 


Passed Over President’s Veto. 


Trustee Erskine Hart of Clyde appealed to 
President Comerford for the dismissal of the 
old force, which is commanded by Capt. 
Thomas Reese. A resolution was passed 
over the president’s veto disbanding the 
Reese department and appointing A. 8. 
Whitney captain. President Comerford is 
said to have notified the old firemen that the 
order of the board was invalid and to have 
instructed them not to make way for the 
new appointees. 

Last Monday Jolidon was sent to the sta- 


tion with instructions to take charge of the. 


horses and apparatus, but was forbidden to 
touch either by William Henry, the driver 
appointed by President Comerford. Tuesday 
night a false alarm of fire was sent in, and 
when Jolidon attempted to take charge of 
the wagon he was thrown off. 


Undaunted by this treatment, Jolidon con- 


tinued to sleep in a hayloft over the stables 
until Saturday night. 


Drenched with Fire Hose. 

Yesterday he reported to Trustee Hart that 
he was awakened at midnight by the opening 
of the door into the loft and before he could 
get out of the way a fire hose was turned 
on him. He was drenched to the skin, but 
managed to seize his revolver and give chase 
to the men who were playing the stream of 
water on him. The men escaped, and Joli- 
don, who was unable to return to hls 
drenched bed, spent the remainder of the 
night in a chair in front of the engine house. 

At 7:80 o'clock in the morning, as he was 
dozing in the shade of a building, a window 
above him was opened and a tub of water 
poured on him. Jolidon again drew his re- 
volver, but, his tormentors again escaped, 
and he was forced to abandon his post. 


Decide on Steps. 

The newly appointed members of the fire 
department conferred with Trustee Hart in 
the afternoon and it was decided that legal 
steps would be taken to drive out the old 
force. Town Attorney John J. Sherlock was 
asked to give an opinion as to the merits of 
the case and is reported to have replied that 
there is much to be said on both sides.”

STRIKE CALLED MAY 1 ENDED 
BY ELEVATOR CONSTRUCTORS. 


Wage Compromise Reached and Em- 


ployes Return to Work Today 
Freight Handlers May Walk Out. 


The strike of the Elevator Constructors’ 
union, called May 1, has been settled, and 
all the employés of the various elevator firms 
in Chicago will return to work today. 

The strike was called on the refusal of the 

employers to grant an increase of 50 cents 
a day to mechanics and 26 cents to helpers. 
A compromise was reached yesterday and the 
union men will be given an advance of 26 
and 10 cents a day. The compromise was 
secured through the Otis Elevator company, 
which employs 80 per cent of the union mem- 
bers. 
The Freight Handlers’ union will hold a 
massmeeting this evening at the Interna- 
tional theater, at which the advisability of a 
Strike will be discussed. The refusal of the 
railroads to sign a wage agreement for the 
next twelve months is the cause of the trou- 
ble.

SUN ECLIPSED AHEAD OF TIME. 


Scientists Gather at the United States 
Naval Observatory to Watch 
Phenomenon. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.—The eclipse 
of the sun served to attract astronomers. 
and spectators to the United States naval ob- 
servatory here today where that event was 


‘observed with keen interest. The day could 


hardly have been more favorable for the 


purpose. 

The first contact occurred thirty-five min- 
utes and twenty-eight secénds after 9 o’clock 
this morning, which was ten seconds ahead of 
the predicted time, while the second contact 
occurred forty-nine minutes and two seconds 
past noon, being twenty-three seconds ahead 
of the predicted time. The image of the sun 
was almost perfect when the first contact 
occurred, but it was not so good at the time 
of the second contact, owing to clouds. 

Prof. George H. Peters of the naval ob- 
servatory took seven photographe with the 
photo-heliograph, which showed in addition 
to the moon projected upon the sun, three 
fairly large sun spot groups. 


Clouds Prevent Photographs. 

Cambridge, Mass., June 28.—Several pho- 
tographs of the partial eclipse of the sun 
were attempted today at the Harvard ob- 
servatory, but Prof. W. H. Pickering, direc- 
tor of the observatory, declared that he did 
not think they would result satisfactorily, 
owing to the cloudiness of the sky.

CATHOLICS HIT SUNDAY BARS 


Total Abstinence Union De- 
nounces Saloons. 


LOCAL OPTION IS FAVORED. 


Hope Is Expressed for Early Elimina- 
tion of the Liquor Traffic. 


We condemn the viclation of our Sunday 
closing laws by saloonkeepers nominally 
Catholic.

These were some of the sentiments ex- 
pressed in resolutions adopted yesterday 
at the Thirty-seventh annual convention 
of the Catholic Total Abstinence union of 
IHinois, held in Temperance hall, 55 Eldridge 
place. j 

Aggressive War Is Favored. 

The speakers, lay and clerical, took a 
strong stand for an aggressive fight by the 
organization against the liquor evil in all its 
forms, The same vigorous tone was in the 
resolutions adopted by the convention and 
in the same spirit the Rev. Peter J. O’Calla- 
ghan, pastor of St. Mary's church and head 
of the Paulist order in Chicago, was elected 
president of the union for the ensuing year. 
The Paulist order is the only great order of 
priests born in the United States and is dis- 
tinguished by its positive stand on the liquor 
question. 

Father O’Callaghan is widely known for 
his decided stand against drink and he prom- 
ises te work for a great revival of anti-liquor 
sentiment among the Catholics of Illinois. 

One of the first moves which he intends to 
take, and which, at his request was recom- 
mended by the convention, is the establish- 
ment of an organization of total abstainers 
among the Cathoilc schoolboys of the state 
to be known as the Temperance cadets. 
Father O'Callaghan called attention to the 
fact that the third plenary council of Bal- 
timore by specific decrees, confirmed by the 
pope, condemned the keeping open of sa- 
loons on Sunday and other evils of the liquor 
business. No man, he said, could violate 
these laws of the church and remain a loyal 
gon of the church. 


Right to Blow Up Saloons. 

Miss Alida H. O’Connor, segretary of the 
union, a teacher in the Drummond public 
school, expressed the opinion that if the gov- 
ernment had the right to blow up the forts 
of the enemy in time of war or if the city had 
the right to blow up 5 in time of con- 
flagration, the people should have the right 


ventional means. 

The Rev. Thomas E. Cox, pastor of St. 
Basil’s church, bitterly denounced the mem- 
bers of his church, clergy, and laity, for their 
lack of interest in the fight against liquor.

During the last year 1,600,000 
children accepted the ben of the: public 
and. schook.symngsiums, and we have statis- 
tics to show that the general character of 
the neighborhootls where these playgrounds 
and gymnasiums are located has greatly im- 
proved. 

Proper gymnastic training is as needful 
to the child as mental training, but it took 
some of us a long time to find it out, and 
it required twelve years of hard work to 
have it established In the schools. Any one 
glancing down among this fine body of Ger- 
man athletes can readily see its advantages.” 


Welcomes Delegates to Convention. 

Emil Hoechster, president of the Chicago 
Turngemeinde, said: 

am glad to welcome the first conven- 
tion of this kind held here since 1888. I 
have witnessed many battles against our 
principles of personal Mberty, but the on- 
slaught of the opposition has alwaye fallen 
because of the solid front of the loyal Ger- 
man-American citizen.

Thirteen Additions to Official 
Family May Be Made Today. 


DOWNEY TO QUIT HIS OFFICE 


Mayor Seeks Place That He May Re- 
‘main with Administration. 


If Mayor Busse can straighten out some 
obstinate tangles during the day he will 
make appointments for these offices at the 
council meeting this *vening: 

Seven members of the board of education. 

Three members of the llbrary board. 

A building commissioner. 

A member of the board of local improvements. 

A member of the civil service commission. 

If the problems cannot be solved the ap- 
pointments will have to go over until the 
next meeting. 

The thing which is delay ing matters is the 
question of what to do with Building Com- 
missioner Joseph Downey. If Mr. Downey 
would consent to remain in his present posi- 
tion all would be well, but Mr. Downey in- 
sists on going out. He has so insisted for 
more than a year, but the mayor has refused 
to accept his resignation. Now the time in 
which he agreed to stay has expired and he 
is holding the mayor to his bargain. 


Anxious to Retain Downey. 

But the mayor is still anxious to have Mr. 
Downey remain with his administration, but 
the question is where to place him. The 
commissioner's preference is for the board 
of education, but if he is appointed there 
somebody will have to be displaced to make 
room for him. This would interfere with 
other plans. The mayor felt last evening 
that he was not disposed to give Mr. Downey 
a place on the board. 

So far as the appointments for the board 
of education stood last night the accepted 
slate was: 

Frank C. Waller, 
Dr. A. L. Blackwood, 
George B. Limbert, 
Dr. Alfred D. Kohn, 


Four Originally Named. 

Of the list given Messrs. Waller, Black- 
wood, Limbert, and Kohn were originally 
named by Mayor Busse soon after his inau- 
guretion, but were afterwards thrown out 
by the Supreme court. It is naturally the 
mayor's desire to put them back in the places 
they lost. Mr. Spiegel, Mr. Morron, and Mrs. 
Blaine are retiring members of the present 
board. 

But if Mr. Downey was named it would 
interfere with this arrangement. It would 
be possible to drop Mr. Spiegel or Mr. Mor- 
ron, but there are objections to this and also 
to delay in reappointing the four ousted mem- 
bers for a year. 

The vacancy on the beara of education 
caused by the death of Col. John F. Finerty 
is another one of the tangles. The south side 
claims the place, but there is no south side 
man avallable. 

So with the building commissionership, 
which will be vacant when Mr. Downey quits. 
The mayor is undecided whom to name. He 
might pick a south side man and send the 
place on the board of lecal improvements to 
the north side, but that is only a tentative 
suggestion, which has been made.

This earnest advice was given yesterday 
by Health Commissioner Evans, as he was 
leaving the city laboratory and he meant it, 
he said, for the general public. 

Dr. Evans has been going over with Dr. 
C. St. Clair Drake, the department statis- 
ticlan, the subject matter of the weekly 
heaith bulletin and he considered that por- 
tion relating to Fourth of July wounds as 
the most important thing in the message. 


Public Must Help. 

. “The entire energies of the department of 
health,“ said the commiesicner, “ will be di- 
rected from now on until after the Fourth in 
educating the public and taking precaution- 
ary measures against deaths from tetanus. 

There is no reason why a single person 
in Chicago should die from tetanus as a result 
of a Fourth of July wound, but the public 
must aid the department. 

Parents should realize firet of all that a 
physician's services are absolutely essential 
at the earliest possible moment, for a Fourth 
of July wound requires skillful treatment, as 
will de observed from the nature of the-direc- 
tions in the bulletin. 


wctnds from blank cartridges, firecrackers, 
and toy cannons, and the death is agonizing 
in the extreme.” 


How to Treat Wounds. ~ 

These are the directions for the treatment 
of Fourth of July wounds as given in the 
bulletin: 

1. Freely incise every wound. 

2. Carefully remove all foreign matter. 

3. Cauterize thoroughly with a solution of 25 
per cent of carbolic acid. 

4: Apply loosely a wet pack of 2.5 per cent of 
carbolic acid. 

5. Give a full dose of anti-tetanic serum. 

6. In no case must the wound be closed. It 
should be healed by granulation, dressing, and 
packing. 

The administration of antitoxin, according 
to the bulletin, is the most important part of 
the treatment. Immediately after the wound 
is dressed 1,500 units of antitoxin should be 
administered,

Watchman Discovers Fire. 

The fire was discovered by Henry Hagan, 
waichman for the Pfister & Vogel company. 
Hagan had just returned from his rounds 
when he saw flames,creeping around the long 
frame building, one and one-half stories high, 
constituting the roofing plant. Turning in an 
alarm, he ran back to the building, shout- 
ing on the way for help for the Krueger fam- 
ily. 

Knocking on the door to the entrance to the 
building, he received no reply. and grabbing

Rushing for the stairs leading to the second 
floor, Hagan stumbled over the bodies of 
Julius Krueger and his oldest son, Edward, 
the son's hand tightly clasping that of his 
father.

This money is sent with the understand- 
ing that while you may expend it for lega} 
services and in such other ways and for 
such other purposes as you deem advisable, 
yet that none of it will be used as compen- 
sation for your own services. It is fyrther 
understood and agreed that if you are suc- 
cessful in your fight and the company as- 
sumes these expenses, then I shall have the 
full amount thereof returned to me, and 
that a receipt reading to the above effect 
shall be sent to me by you on receipt of this 
remittance.“ 

Accompanying this letter was an alleged 
indorsement of the Salesman's League of 
America, which is said to have been instru- 
mental in placing a large block of the stock 
of the Central Life Securities company. This 
resolution contained twenty-four signatures.

The girl became enthusiastic in the cause 
of Powers’ freedom. At that time he had 
been tried for the first time. Miss Bonham 
soon won her mother and sister to her views. 


Slips Away to Attend Trial. 

She slipped away from Cincinnati to 
Georgetown, Ky., to attend the Ken- 
tuckian’s second triakh she did not make 
herself known to the persecuted prisoner, 
but listened to the testimony for two or 
three days, returning to achat still more 
eager to help him. 

Miss Bonham did not finish her course 
at the Cincinnati school, but returned home 
and the Bonham family soon became in- 
terested wiry 5 in the effort to free Pow 
ers.

OFFICERS EXPLAIN WHY RAIL 
PLANS IN TENNESSEE FAILED. 


Southern and Llinois Central Companies 
Issue Statement Giving Reasons for 
Not Taking Advantage of Option. 


The following statement has been issued 
by the executive officers of the Southern and 
Illinois Central rallroads, setting forth the 
reasons for discontinuing the operation of the 
Tennessee Central railroad on July 1: 

“In 1906 the Southern Rallway company 


tract by which they purchased the prior lien 
bonds of the Tennessee Central railroad com- 
pany and obtained an option for three years 
on the general mortgage bonds of the latter 
company, the bonds of the Nashville Termi- 
nal company, and practically all the cap- 
ital stock of these companies except that held 
by counties and municipalities. Pending this 
option, they have paid interest on these secu- 
rities in the nature of rent, and have operated 
the property under an agreement to keep it 
free from debt. The option expires July 1. 

“When they entered into the contracts 
these companies expected conditions would 
justify the exercise of the option, and, act- 
ing on that belief, they have in every way 
used their best efforts to develop the bus 
ness of the properties, and to that end have 
made valuable permanent improvements. 

Despite these efforts the result of the ex- 
perience of three years now drawing to a 
close unfortunately has not justified expecta- 
tions. The operation has not been remuner- 
ative, and has not been such as to warrant 
the purchase of the securities under the op- 
tion. 

These companies were anxious, however, 
to continue the effort to develop the prop- 
erty, and their relation with the city of 
Nashville if they consistently could do so. 
They therefore proposed to the owners of 
the property a plan in detail for a long term 
lease of the property on a basis which, while 
involving some immediate sacrifice, would in 
their opinion ultimately be reasonably fair 
and profitable to both parties. This plan 
was, however, declined by the owners of the 
property. 

“The result has been a complete failure 
of negotiations, so far as concerns the con- 
tinuance of our existing relations to the prop- 
erties, so that steps are now being taken to 
turn them over to their owners in such way 
as to produce the least inconvenience to the 


public.“

Powerful Force Available. 


In Cuba, about 1,000 miles sail from Car- 
acas, there are between 8,500 and 4,000 Amer- 
wan soldiers, fully armed and equipped. 
These comprise ten hattalions of infantry, 
four squadrons of cavalry, three batteries of 


a company of the signal corps, and a com- 
pany of the hospital corps; in fact the entire 
garrison which was sent to Cubam year and 
a half ago when intervention proceedings 
were taken. 

On the island of Porto Rico ie stationed a 
provisional regiment of infantry, aggregat- 
‘Ing about 1,000 men. 

With the 1,257 officers and men of the ma- 
rine corps now in Panama, this fighting force 
of Américans composes a formidable array 
in which practically all the branches of the 
service that are necessary to make up a com- 
plete army ready for the field are represented. 
In none of the countries in which these troops 
are located is there at the present time any 
great need for them, gave in Panama, and 
even there it has been said by persons who 
know the situation as regards the elections 
and the value of armed men from the United 
States to see that they are carried on fairly 
that one-fourth the force now there could 
control things admirably. President Roose- 
velt himself is reported to have said te a 
recent caller at the White house that, al- 
though the Panama situation was by no 
means without its dangers both to the cana! 
diggers and the welfare of the Panama na- 
tion itself, it meant at the most only the 
placing of @ handful of marines there for 6 


time. 
Naval Strength Kept Up. 

As regards the additional resources of the 
United States in the Caribbean at the pres- 
ent time, the battleships Idaho and New 
Hampshire have left the isthmus, one 
bound for the north and the other 
for Cuba. They are fast sailing ships, 
however, and their usefulness tn hastily 
transporting fresh detachments of ma- 
rines and soldiers to the southward cannot 
be overestimated. With these two men of 
war, aggregating 29,000 tons displacement, 
there are at Colon today the Prairie and the 
Tacoma, two small vessels, but which are 
well fitted to ply in the waters of Centra! 
and South America, At Guantanamo, Cuba, 
lie the Des Moines, a protected oruiser of 
8,200 tons displacement, and the Paducah, a 
gunboat of 1,100 tons. The Marietta, an- 
other of the 1,000 ton gunboats, is regularly 
stationed in those waters. It is at present 
nearing Guantanamo with Jacob Sleeper, 
the American chargé at Caracas, aboard. 
There is apparently no intention of allowing 
this vessel to leave the locality at present, 
as was made apparent by the order for Mr. 
Sleeper to disembark at Guantanamo and 
make his way back to the United States as 
best he could by passenger steamer. : 

Across the isthmus and peony the west- 
ern terminus of the canal route lies the Al- 
pany, one of the 3,500 ton vessels of the 
navy, with upwafds of 200 men aboard of it. 


Menace to Venezuela. 

Outside of Porto Rico, Panama is the closest 
point to the Venezuelan senporte where 
armed forces could be sent and have as their 
apparent mission the attention to American 
miterests.

The Milwaukee Sentinel tells what the 
campaign which preceded this year's di- 
rect primary in that city cost the men who 
sought and failed to get mayoralty nom- 


inations. Oue of them paid out $7,900, 


another $3,200, and another $2,400.. 
These figures are not guesses, but are 
the official statements of the candidates, 
who certainly would not exaggerate their 
expenditures. There is no charge that 
any of the disbursements were Illegiti- 
mate. They represent simply the legiti- 
mate efforts of three defeated candidates 
to acquaint the party voters with the fact 
that they wished to be recognized at the 
primaries, 

There is in these figures food for 
thought for the men who intend to make 
a serious contest for nominations to Cook 
county offiées at the August direct pri- 
maries. This is a much larger city than 
Milwaukee. There are more voters of 
each party to be reached by a candidate 
who wishes to make a good showing. He 
will have to put out much literature to 
familiarize the voters with his name and 
claims, and the bill will not be a small 
one. The Milwaukee figures are calcu- 
leted to discourage some prospective can- 
dida tes. . 

In the light of these figures one can 
understand the advantage that will be 
enjoyed by the men whose names may 
be on a ticket recommended to the voters 
at the primaries by a party organization. 
Those men will pool their issues and their 
purses. They will contribute to a com- 
mon fund for the expenses of the ante- 
primary. campaign, and it will cost each 
one of them much less than if he went it 
alone. :

Incidentally such citizens have declined 
to respect the customs and laws of the 
land of residence. As a result the United 
States government bas had a large 
amount of trouble in settling difficulties 
en used by this type of Americans all over 
the world. But the jig is up. The citi- 
zen for commercial purposes is finding a 
rocky road to travel nowadays. 

The asylum is still here. Every individ- 
ual of good character who honestly seeks 
home and opportunity under the lawe and 
in the land of the United States is wel- 
comed. This country has grown great 
partly because of the rich streams which 
have flowed from the nations of Europe, 
But the commercial variety of citizen is 
not wanted. He has never wanted a 
home in America. He has never intended 
to give his life and his strength to the 
land of his adoption. It has been a busi- 
ness scheme.

Sir Merrik Burrell, who last year ob- 
tained a divorce from the English courts 
against his wife, Wilhelmina, daughter of 
Walter Winans, is about to marry again. 

His engagement has been announced to 
Miss Coralie ‘Porter, an Irish girl, daughter 
of John Porter Porter of Belleisle, County 
Fermanagh, by Lisnaskea. The Porters 
trace their origin to a famous bishop of 
Chogher, and are allied by marriage to 
many of the old houses of Erin’s aris- 
tocracy. 

Sir Merrik is a scion of one of the oldest 
houses in Europe, True, his baronetcy is of 
relatively modern creation, dating only from 
1776. But the Burrells are a historic family, 
who claim descent from Burrell, a Goth, 
who flourished in Barcelona in the ninth 
century. 

John Burrell, a direct ancestor, is on 
record as having fitted out a ship and 
equipped a company ot archers for his king 
in 1414. Randolph Burrell, another direct 
ancestor of Sir Merrik, married the only 
daughter and -héfress of Sir Walter Wo- 
deland, who bore Edward the Black Prince's 
banner at the battle of Poictiers. The 
baronetcy was conferred upon a Merrik 
Burrell, goverror of the Bank of England. 

The present baronet served as an officer 
of the First Dragoons, went through the 
Boer campaign, and almost lost die life 
three years ago through the burring of 
Knepp castle, his place in Sussex, near 
Horsham. 

Knepp castle was one of the feudal 
fortresses built by the Braosi. family to de- 
fend the rapes of Sussex, and King 
John of evil memory often staid there, a 
number of official documents bearing his 
signature being preserved at the office of 
records and in the British museum, dated 
from Apud Cnapp.” 

— 

In the fire Sir Merrik lost many of the 
art treasures of his house, including a mag- 
nificent collection of pictures, and notably 
eight fine Holbeins. 

Sir Merrik is so rich in his own right that 
financial considerations cannot have 
weighed heavily in his suit for the hand of 
Miss Wilhelmina Winans, and the allow- 
ance of $15,000 a year the couple received 
from her father is understood to have been 
used by her as pin money. 

I believe she is now married to Capt. 
King, a former brother omcer of Sir Mer- 
rik in the First Dragoons, who was co- 
respondent in the divorce case. 

Sir Merrik’s mother was a daughter of 
Sir Robert Loder, who left $30,000,000. She 
received a large share of this fortune, which 
has gone to her son. 1 

Sir Merrik represents the senior branch 
of the Burrell family. A junior line holds 
the peerage of Gwydyr. Lord Gwydyr is 98 
years old. He enjoys the unique distinction 
of being the only persor.living who was 
present at the coronation of four English 
monarchs. 

When a boy of 10 he went from the gar- 
dens of .Gwydyr house, Whitehall, to o the 
speaker's steps at Westminster in his grand- 

ther’s state barge, manned by liveried 
okhrsmen, and was present in Westminster 
dbbey when the crown was placed on the 
head of George IV., acting as page of honor 
to his grandfather, the first Lord Gwydyr.

He witnessed on the occasion of the 
coronation banquet of George IV. in West- 
minster hall the last appearance of the 
royal champion who, in accordance with 
tradition, rode into the great hall, arrayed 
in steel armor, to fllng his gauntiet on the 
floor before the table at which the king 
was seated and challenged to mortal combat 
all who dared dispute the monarch’s right 
to the throne. 

This picturesque ceremony was omitted 

at the coronations of William IV.; Queen 
Victoria, and Edward VII., at all of which 
Lord Gwydyr was present. 
In spite of his great age he is still able to 
move about, and to occasionally visit the 
house of lords, of which he is certainly the 
oldest member. His mind and memory 
remain clear.

Quite a contrast this with the “ pretty lit- 
tle villa in a local style, with a front garden 
and a balcony behind, the walls glaring 
white and the Venetians green; and always 
about the door steps a brood of little Savoy- 
ard shoe blackguards playing hopscotch or 
dozing in the broad sunshine, with their 
heads pillowed on their boxes, the’ stage 
setting of Daudet's little drama of modern 
Tarascon. Yet after all it is for Tartarin 
that we best love the place—Tartarin the 
heroic, Tarcarin the inimitable.  « . 

From the middle ages back to Roman days, 
such is the course I took when I went on to 
Arles from Tarascon. For nowhere in the 
world outside of the Eternal city are there 
such fine Roman monuments as are extant 
in Arles. In the olden times the amphithe- 
ater of Arles stood second to the Coliseum, 
and even now, in spite of the ravages which 
the Saracens wrought during the middle 
ages in tearing down great stretches of wall 
In order to obtain building materials for 
their towers, the structure remains impres- 
sive. Certainly the present owes a debt of 
gratitude to the great Napoleon, who had 
the amphitheater, as well as that at Nimes, 
cleared of the houses and various obstruc- 
tlons of the passages which had been built 
in the troubled years of religious wars and 
neighborhood jealousies when the amphi- 
theater was in itself a fortress city. 


‘ 

Throughout the vicissitudes of time Arles 
has always had peculiar claim to dis- 
tinction. Lying thirty miles from the Medi- 
terranean, where the Rhone, as Dante says, 
“ widens out and becomes stagnant,” it early 
gained commercial importance, the more 
easily because up to the time when the big 
stone bridge was bullt at Avignon, in accord- 
ance with the vision of St. Bénéset, Aries’ 
rude wooden bridge offered the only means 
of crossing the Rhone. Consequently in its 
streets all nations met and it became an Im- 
portant center. The little Gallic Rome 
it was called in the days of Julius Cesar. 
With its 100,000 inhabitants it became a rival 
of Marseilles. And later, when Nimes sur- 
passed it, it was still. distinguished for its 
“council,” a general congress of the Cath- 
olle church, which was four times held with- 
in its borders—in 314, 354, 452, 478 A. D., In- 
tervals which seem short enough when one 
looks back to them, but which would seem 
long Were one to look ahead. 

Gradually it came to possess a new and 
picturesque, if grewsome, role in the drama 
enacted in southern France. Richer in dead 
and sepulchers than in treasure, it was called 
the ‘‘ Necropolis of Gaul,“ and also The 
Port of Coffins,” because its Altschamps, or 
Elysian Fields, attained so, wide a reputa- 
tion as a final happy resting place that the 
rapid Rhone bore to the sacred spot for 
burial in the famous Street of Tombs many 
a pitch covered casket; sealed, and with a 
coin for tall. : 

Burgundy, whose capital Arles once was, 
has passed away. Lyons early stole from 
the city the primacy of Gaul. Only one-fifth 
of its former inhabitants remain, hut even 
now, in the days of its material poverty, it 
has a boast to flourish to the world—the 
beauty of its women.

The Arleslan woman certainly is beauti- 
ful. You surely will not mind my saying au, 
for you it was that trained my eye to the 
gentle charm of womanliness, without which 
fairness in a woman’s face seems to me but 
a mockery. It is this inner grace, this nat- 
ural nobility, affecting brow and bearing, 
which makes the girl of Arles the truly lovely 
creature that she is and causes her to merit 
the encomiums of the Provencal Theocritus, 
Mistral. 

O sweet and dusky city, 

Thy crowning marvel this: 

The heavens, O fertile land of Arles, 

Gave to thy maidens beauty as grapes to the au- 
tunin, 

Sweet odors to the mountains, and wings to the 
bird. ; 

Broad browed, deep bosomed, dignined in 
bearing. vivacious in her manner, she ex- 
emplifies the classic standard, on the one 
hand that of Ceesar’s wife and the mother 
of the Gracchi, and on the other that of the 
enchanting Lydlas the Phyrras, and the 
Liages whom Horace toasted in Sabine wine.

Mistral has made her one of the 
loftiest ideal types in literature, portraying 
her in Mireio”™ as a girl who refused to 
wed contrary to her heart, as her parents 
commanded, insisting upon keeping faith 
with the humble lover of her choice with a 
devotion that resulted in her early death. 

The old arena gains in interest because she 
graces it on festal days, attending Sunday 
bull fights. The Street of Tombs is more 
attractive because it is her evening prome- 
nade than because Dante wrote of it; The 
celebrated cloisters of St. Trophime are fair- 
er now that her face may sometimes be seen 
peeping from out its unglased galleries into 
its sunny garden than it was when only 
slow monkish feet made melancholy music 
on the pavement. She is the sad old city’s 
vivifying spirit, the real bond between the 
unseen past and the unseen future. Like 
an undefaced coin of imperial gold she bears 
Ceesar’s image and superscription, and there 
among the ruins startles the chance visitor 
from the modern world with her revelation 
of the classic beauty of imperial Rome. 

After all, it is womanly loveliness which 
binds the history of on world into a single 
volume of romance. The beauty of yester- 
day and.today is one and the same, and the 
girdle of Venus encircles the world. And it 
is you, my Silvia, who taught me this, who 
made me truly. heir of all the ages. Through 
love my eyes have opened to new visions, 
through love my tongue has learned new

ATTACK ON MORAL LEPROSY) 


Investigation of Wrongs Inflicted on 
Working People Is Urged. 


Saloons, disorderly houses, and fll gotten 
wealth were excoriated yesterday by the Rev. 
Frank G Smith in a sermon on The Liberty 
that Liberates,’’ preached in Warren Avenue 
Congregational church.

This institu- 
tion ig rotten to the core and we must give 
men to understand who want our political 
support that if they do not stand against it 
first, last, and all the time then we do not 
stand for them. And how are we going to 
save our young men and our boys from that 
vilest of all contaminations, the leprosy of 
moral uncleanness that damns the individual 
and. blights posterity? How many of us 
know what sinks of iniquity. exist within 
easy walking distance of this church? 


Calls Christians to Action. 


„ Excessive wealth, with ell its gaudy ac- 
cessories, flaunts itself in our faces at every 
turn of the city’s life. How many of us have 
given ourselves to any intelligent investiga- 
tions of the facts as to whether labor is really 
getting its just share of the products of toil? 
How many of us have given any painstaking 
investigation to the laborer who has sounded 
perhaps an anarchistic note to see what hig 
life and environment have been? How many 
of us are as absolutely careful about keep- 
ing the law as we are to have others doit? 

“These and countless other questions we 
must ask ourselves when we would face the 
great task of making the city free; of deliv- 
ering it from the bondage of the rumseller, 
the gambler, the cheap politician, the greedy

spirit of the Lord will sweep through this city, 
cleansing, purifying, uplifting, sweetening, 
giving to us all liberty in the highest and 
truest sense.”

TO STOP SALE OF LIQUOR. 


Chief Shippy Issues Order That 
Will Wipe Out Hundreds of 
Disorderly Houses. 


In United States District Attorney Edward 
Sims" crusade against the traffic in alien 
women an underground ratiroad, similar 
to that used before the ciyil war in smug- 
Sling negroes from the south into northern 
states, has been unearthed by immigration 
inspectors and secret service men. 

The system of bringing alien women into 
the United States by way of Canada in spite 
of the vigilance of immigration officials 10 
said to have been divulged by one of the 
girls examined before the board of inquiry 
three days ago. 

According to her story girls are brought 
from France, Russia, and other foréign coun- 
tles to St. Johns, Newfoundland, and to Anti- 
cost! island near the mouth of the St. Law- 
rence river. From these places they are 
taken to Montreal in private yachts and up 
the Richelieu river to Rouse's Point, N. X. 


Steps Taken to Arrest Women. 

Both Attorney Sims and Dr. D. D. Davies, 
inspector in charge of the Chicago immigra- 
tion bureau, acknowledged yesterday they 
had learned of this “‘ underground ”’ railroad 
and that steps had been taken to break it up 
and to capture the women now said to be 
en route to Chicago. 

“There is no doubt that the majority of 
alien women in this country have been im- 
ported through Canadian ports,“ sald Dis- 
trict Attorney Sims. Immigration officials 
in ports like New York and Boston are so 
watchful it is almost impossible to bring the 
girlie through those cities. From what we 
have learned, St. Johns, Newfoundland, is 
the place the girls are kept until an oppor- 
tunity arises to smuggle them into the United 
States by way of Lake Champlain.“ 


Orders Sale of Liquor Stopped. 

Chief of Police Shippy, followjng the action 
of the grand jury in indicting a score of pro- 
prietors of disorderly houses for the illegal 
sale of liquors, joined in the white slave 
crusade by ordering his inspectors to swear 
out warrants for the arrest of the managers 
of every resort and hotel where liquor was 
sold without a city license. 

Every person found selling liquor with- 
out a city license will be treated as a ‘ boot- 
leger, said Chief Shippy. From now 
on liquor will not be permitted to be sold 
in any disorderly house or in any questiona- 
ble hotel. It is impossible for the owners of 
resorts to obtain liquor permits, and this 
order means that liquor cannot be sold in 
disorderly houses and hotels under any 
circumstances."’ 

“The sale of liquors in hotels and disor- 
derly houses along West Madison and Hal- 
sted streets will be stopped first, said In- 
spector McCann last night in speaking of 
conditions on the west side. Keepers of re- 
sorts and rooming houses in the segregat 
ed part of the west side then will be visited. 
I have instructed my men and expect ar- 
rests along the busy thoroughfares, even 
those bordering on the levee. The sooner 
resort keepers learn that the police mean 
to continue along this line the better off they 
will de.“
